Great news comes to you from our Holy Scriptures program!!! Sorry for the delay but the 
news has arrived! In April our program earned a net profit of $211.65 and May/June we 
earned a net profit of $134.01. The total net profit for the 2 nd quarter of 2014 is $345.36. 
The program is set up to donate 80% of the net profit to the building fund and 20% remains 
I the bank to maintain inventory and pay for software and shipping fees. We currently have 
approximately $1400 in our inventory or immediate purchase. With this we are happy to 
announce that for the second quarter of 2014 our Holy Scrip-tures program is donating 
$276.29 to our building fund. Increasing this amount is very easy! If we can have 80% of 
our families utilizing the program on a regular basis God only now how this number will 
increase.
